Both morning (8-11:45 a.m.) and 
afternoon (1-4:45 p.m.) sessions 
are scheduled for July 13 and 14 at 
the David C. Cole Student Services 
Building at the Fulton Campus and 
July 16 and 17 at the Health Science 
Education Center at the Tupelo 
Campus. Students may check in 
from 8-8:45 a- m - for the morning 
session and from 1-1:45 P- m - for the 
afternoon session.

'Bucket list 9 
reality 

Recently my grandparents returned from a 
month-long vacation where they toured the Mid- 
west, so to speak. 

They traveled through 13 states covering 
5,050 miles and visited places like Cheyenne, 
Wyo.; Yellowstone Park; the Grand Tetons; 
Mount Rushmore and the Dakota Badlands, just 
to name a few. 

Having just recently retired, they decided to 
take advantage of the "fruits of their labor" and 
begin scratching items off their bucket list. Never 
being one who is jealous of what other people 
have, I was nevertheless envious of their retire- 
ment vacation. Pondering this as I was driving to 
my second job, I began thinking about my own 
bucket list and future retirement. 

For myself and my generation, plans con- 
cerning retirement are just not a topic of general 
conversation. It is a little bit like putting the cart 
before the horse in our minds. However, re- 
peated studies over the last five or six years 
have clarified a frightening future if that reality 
does not change... a future where retirement may 
not be possible! And why would we not be able to 
retire, one asks? One simple reason. ..traditional 
age college students today, as a whole, lack the 
financial management, savings and investing 
skills necessary to make retirement a reality. 

However, ICC students who participate in the 
PACE classes required for graduating high 
school seniors who enter each fall gain an edge 
with financial planning (See page four.). 

Fastweb and FinAid recently reported that 
student loan debt exceeds $1.1 trillion. The aver- 
age college student has at least two credit cards 
with an average of $4,100 in debt owed on those 
cards. The Financial Educators Council reports 
that only 34 percent of parents have taught their 
children how to balance a checkbook and that 85 
percent of college graduates plan to move back 
home after graduation in order to combat finan- 
cial hardships incurred while in college. 

Since the statistics considered the entire col- 
lege population rather than segmenting two- and 
four-year students, I would venture to say that 
those in community college incur less debt for 
their two years because tuition and expenses are 
cheaper. And, we who attend community college, 
obtain an exceptional educational foundation, 
which yields a higher return on our investment. 

Judith Viorst states in her book, Necessary 
Loses, that "the burden and the gift of adulthood" 
is being responsible, and being responsible 
means making and keeping commitments." 

One of those responsible commitments 
needs to be learning what it takes to save and in- 
vest for retirement at our age now instead of 
waiting 10, 20 or even 30 years down the road. 

By waiting, we are ensuring that the dream of 
retirement, the dream of fulfilling our bucket list, 
is just that, a dream, one which is destined never 
to come to fruition. 

Not only does ICC help us in preparing for the 
future, including retirement, but it enables us to 
take advantage of an exceptional return on in- 
vestment. 

As college students, we must do all that we 
can to ensure that our future is secure, and ICC 
can equip us to make that happen.

FIVE-YEAR DEVELOPMENT PLAN 
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Tupelo Campus facelift 

part of ICC five-year plan 



Itawamba Community College 
has embarked on a five-year plan 
that will include significant build- 
ing projects on both the Fulton 
and Tupelo campuses. 

On the Tupelo Campus within 
the next 18 months, the Technical 
Education building will be reno- 
vated, and a new Physical Plant 
will be constructed east of the Lee 
County Schools office on College 
View Drive. The Technical Educa- 
tion building will not be utilized 
this year, but will house labs when 
the renovation is complete. 

According to vice president of 
Development and Planning 
Wayne Sullivan, the next phase 
will include demolition of a faculty 
house as well as structures that 
have housed welding, heating and 
air conditioning and the physical 



plant. Within 24 months after the 
demolition, a general academic 
building will be constructed on the 
site. Sullivan said the entire proj- 
ect should take a total of 45 
months if everything progresses 
on schedule. 

Located on the site of the cur- 
rent Administration building fac- 
ing Eason Boulevard, the 
two-story general academic build- 
ing will include a commons area, 
food service, classrooms and ad- 
ministrative offices. 

Members of ICC's Board of 
Trustees had an opportunity to 
"walk through" the Tupelo Cam- 
pus prior to approval of the plan at 
its Feb. meeting, according to 
President Mike Eaton. "The 
trustees could see the need for re- 
location of the Physical Plant and 
demolition of the buildings, which 



were built in the mid-1960s. Our 
desire is to make the Tupelo Cam- 
pus a better place for faculty, staff 
and students and to give the cam- 
pus a much-needed facelift." 

On the Fulton Campus, phase I 
of a FEMA grant has been ap- 
proved for the design and develop- 
ment of services of architects and 
engineers through bid documents 
for the construction of a 21,000- 
square-foot band hall with a safe 
room. The facility will be located 
between Main and Roper streets. 

Sullivan said that 18 months 
will be allowed for construction, 
and the facility should be open for 
the 2017 fall semester. 

"We have labeled this as a five- 
year plan; however, in reality, the 
components could be completed 
in three-and-a-half years," Eaton 
said.

Advising, writing, success centers 
keep students on track 



Students at ICC have an opportunity to take advan- 
tage of several opportunities to enhance their success. 

ICC has centers for Advising, Student Success and 
Writing to assist in retention and graduation efforts. 
ADVISING 

The Advising Center is located in the David C. Cole 
Student Services Building at the Fulton Campus and 
in the Student Support Center at the Tupelo Campus. 

Academic advising at ICC emphasizes investing in 
the student by fostering an adviser/advisee relation- 
ship committed to student success through degree 
completion while collaboratively working with advis- 
ers through professional development programs and 
promoting career options for all students, according 
to center director Mande Miller. 

The center provides resources for both faculty and 
students. 

Student seminars focus on the development of an 
educational plan and preparation of students for their 
future educational goals. 

Students who wish to change their major must do 
so by visiting the Advising Center. 

All students who register at ICC are assigned ad- 
visers to ensure they stay on track to graduate, Miller 
said. 



STUDENT SUCCESS 

Student Success Centers are located at both the 
Fulton (Technical Education Building) and the Tu- 
pelo (Student Support Center) campuses. The Student 
Success Center is a central place for students to find 
academic support. Under the direction of Dr. Bronson 
Prochaska, the centers offer services including, but 
not limited to, Early Alert referral, success groups, 
seminars to enable students to be successful and 
learning style inventories to help students understand 
how they "best" learn. The Student Success Centers 
are the first line of defense if students need assistance, 
Prochaska said. 

WRITING 

Located in the Technical Education Building on 
the Fulton Campus and in the Student Support Center 
on the Tupelo Campus, the Writing Centers at ICC 
offer free, one-on-one writing consultations for all 
ICC students. The mission of the centers is meeting 
students at their skill level and working with them on 
real assignments to improve their understanding of 
how college writing works. 

Peer reviewers are trained to help students become 
stronger writers by serving as an active, engaged in- 
quisitive reading audience. Students may also access 
this service through the online writing center which 
is available 24.7 at www.iccms.edu.

Magnolia Gold 
set for fall 

ICC partners with 
MS Army National Guard 



ICC students can par- 
ticipate this fall in a new 
campus-based program 
affiliated with the Missis- 
sippi Army National 
Guard or take a military 
science course. 

"The Magnolia Gold 
program offers a unique 
opportunity for young 
men and women to be- 
come leaders in the Mis- 
sissippi Army National 
Guard while working to- 
ward a college degree," 
said Dr. Buddy Collins, 
vice president of Student 
Services. "Students will 
develop attributes in 




leadership, personal in- 
tegrity, honor, responsi- 
bility and patriotism." 

To qualify for the pro- 
gram, students must be 
U.S. citizens, full-time 
college students, main- 
tain a 2.0 GPA and enlist 
into the Mississippi Army 
National Guard. 

Although students 
don't have to enlist to 
take the courses as an 
elective, those who do can 
take advantage of such 
benefits as tuition assis- 
tance and monthly pay, 
Collins said. 

The first course, Foun- 
dations of Officership 
with lab, which incorpo- 
rates leadership and 
teamwork training and 
activities, will be offered 
from 6-9:15 a.m. Tues- 
days and Thursdays at the 
Fulton Campus in the 
eLearning Building with 



the lab at different loca- 
tions. A limited number 
of seats will be available. 
In Foundations of Offi- 
cership, which is an intro- 
duction to the personal 
challenges and compe- 
tencies that are critical for 
effective leadership and 
the structure of GOLD 
basic courses, students 
will learn how the per- 
sonal development of life 
skills such as cultural un- 
derstanding, goal setting, 
time management, men- 
tal/physical resiliency 
and stress management 
relate to leadership, offi- 
cership and the Army 
profession. 

Three hours of credit 
will be awarded for each 
class, which should trans- 
fer to ROTC programs at 
the university level. Sgt. 
David Sistrunk will be the 
instructor for the classes. 

The program will in- 
clude a Color Guard, 
which will participate in 
numerous special events 
with extremely high visi- 
bility at the College. 

In order to join Mag- 
nolia Gold, those inter- 
ested must make an 
appointment with Sgt. 
Sistrunk as soon as possi- 
ble by contacting him at 
dlsistrunk@iccms.edu. 

Other students who 
wish to take the class can 
register for Foundations 
of Officership as they 
complete their fall sched- 
ules.

The program teaches 
students to understand that student suc- 
cess is a combination of academics, well- 
ness and engagement.

Adult learners who will

"The Adult Learner In- 
centive scholarship will 
provide needed financial 
assistance to encourage 
adult learners to enter or 
re-enter," Collins said. 
"We are aware that many 
adult learners face finan- 
cial challenges, and we 
hope that this scholarship 
will be the catalyst for 
them to enroll or return to 
ICC. A college degree will 
enable them to be more 
competitive in today's 
global economy." 

The scholarship pro- 



vides half-tuition for one 
semester. Criteria for se- 
lection include Missis- 
sippi resident, enrollment 
in a minimum of six se- 
mester hours, meeting 
admission requirements 
and in good standing with 
ICC. The application 
deadline is Aug. 17. 

A limited number of 
scholarships will be 
awarded by the date of 
application, Collins said. 
The scholarship cannot be 
combined with other ICC 
institutional scholarships. 

To apply, those inter- 
ested may complete the 
application, which is 
available in the Student 
Affairs offices on both the 
Fulton and Tupelo cam-

Financial aid still available for fall 



Now is the time to finalize finan- 
cial aid applications for the fall se- 
mester if students have not done so. 

Although ICC has no financial 
aid deadline, students are encour- 
aged to apply early. Students have to 
reapply for Federal financial aid 
(complete the FAFSA) each year, 
according to Student Aid director 
Terry Bland. 

Applications may be submitted 
via the Web at www.fafsa.gov. Be 
sure to include the ICC Federal 
school code of 002409 on the appli- 
cation. ICC Student Aid will receive 
the application electronically and 
contact the student if more informa- 
tion is needed. 

"If the student has submitted the 
FAFSA, the application still may be 
incomplete," Bland said. "If that is 



the case, ICC will send students a 
letter or email requesting the addi- 
tional information. Also, missing in- 
formation may be checked on ICC's 
website, www.iccms.edu, so that 
students can see what information 
is needed, and in most cases, print 
the form directly and fax to (662) 
862-8225 or mail to 602 West Hill 
Street, Fulton, MS 38843. 

Student loan applications for 
first-time borrowers can also be 
printed from ICC's website. The 
forms must be completed and sub- 
mitted to the Student Aid office. In 
addition, the FAFSA must be com- 
pleted before students can be con- 
sidered for the student loan. 
Students may also check the appli- 
cation status of their MTAG and 
other state financial aid awards on- 



line at www.mississippi.edu. 

The deadline for submission of 
the county tuition guarantee appli- 
cations is Sept. 15. It is available for 
eligible students for up to four con- 
secutive semesters at ICC, and ap- 
plicants can pursue any degree or 
certificate program at the College. 

GED recipients from Chickasaw, 
Itawamba, Monroe and Pontotoc 
counties are also eligible. 

Amounts vary by county, and 
some counties may offer an addi- 
tional book stipend. ICC's Student 
Aid office can provide specific 
amounts.

Dual credit offers CTE options 



ICC offered its first 
dual credit career and 
technical course, robotics, 
during the spring semes- 
ter. 

According to Denise 
Gillespie, ICC eLearning 
instructional coordinator, 
robotics blends online in- 
struction with face-to-face 
labs and plant tour expe- 
riences. 

During the class 
taught by Clay McNutt, 
participants toured MTD 
Products, worldwide 
leader of outdoor power 
equipment. 

The course includes 
basic programming, in- 
dustrial applications, 
electromechanical sys- 
tems, fluid power sys- 
tems, sensors, digital 
electronics and interfac- 
ing and maintaining ro- 
botic systems. 

Gillespie said that the 



fundamentals of con- 
struction and manufac- 
turing will be added this 
fall. 

It will include intro- 
ductory construction 
math, hand and power 
tools, construction draw- 
ings, advanced manufac- 
turing concepts, 
employability skills, com- 
munications and basic 
safety, Gillespie said. 

Requirements for en- 
rollment in both courses 
as well as all dual credit 
classes include a 16 com- 
posite score on the ACT, 
12 or more Carnegie units, 
2.5 or greater GPA and an 
application, recommen- 
dation letter and tran- 
script. 

The spring semester 
enrollment included 559 
dual credit students from 
19 high schools in ICC's 
district are enrolled for 



the 2015 spring semester. 

Enrollment continues 
to climb since the pro- 
gram began with 180 stu- 
dents in the 2013 fall 
semester. 

Classes offered include 
English composition, col- 
lege algebra, Spanish, 
American literature, 
British literature, Ameri- 
can history, psychology, 
government, anatomy 
and physiology, music ap- 
preciation and personal 
and community health. 

Gillespie noted that the 
class delivery methods in- 
clude online or either on- 
site or at a designated 
location within the dis- 
trict. 

In order for a class to 
be taught online by a full- 
time ICC instructor, a 
minimum of 20 students 
must enroll. Traditional 
courses, Gillespie said, are

n his introduction of the 
speaker for ICC's honors ceremony, 
President Mike Eaton called him "an 
angel among us." 

He was referring to the contribu- 
tions Lou Remmers, retired physical 
therapist from Tupelo, has made to 
ICC since 1985. 

Although he had no connection to 
ICC, Remmers donated his time as a 
trainer and equipment to the football 
team at a time when the Indians didn't 
have a lot of resources. 

"He led the juco life back then," 
Eaton said of Remmers. "He never re- 
ceived one dime, only cold chicken on 
the way back (from away games)." 

Remmers congratulated the hon- 
orees on their achievement, but he en- 
couraged them to view life as having a 
basket. 

"The good Lord puts a whole bunch 
of things in your basket," Remmers 
said, "including natural talents, but 
there are also a few things that are 
challenging." 

Remmers said that his challenges 
began when he started grade school. 



He had dyslexia. "I couldn't be a math- 
ematician," he explained, "since letters 
and numbers were issues. I found my- 
self reading words, but I only remem- 
bered the last three words. The thing 
that was most challenging was the 
number thing." 

Remmers called his challenges 
"devastating, because my father was 
an aerospace engineer. I always 
wanted to be like my dad, but they use 
a lot of math." 

He said he constructed bridges, but 
all of his structures were upside down. 

"I became a really good daydreamer 
in grade school," Remmers noted. "In 
that process I became analytical. I fig- 
ured out how things worked. As time 
went by I realized I couldn't be an en- 
gineer." 

Remmers said that "somewhere 
along the way, something in your bas- 
ket will challenge you. The more diffi- 
cult it is, the more rewarding it will be. 
I took my negatives, and they became 
positives. Whatever negative, it will be 
your gift, your silver lining. It's part of 
the life process. The more difficult it 
is, if you approach it the proper way, it 
will be very rewarding." 

A native of Pennsylvania, Remmers 



and his family moved to New Jersey 
when he was in the third grade. He 
graduated from high school, worked 
for the telephone company for a year 
and joined the Navy, which sent him 
to Gulfport, his first trip to Missis- 
sippi. While he was stationed on the 
coast, he met his wife, Linda, a native 
of Buckatunna in Wayne County, and 
they never left the state for good, al- 
though there was a brief stop in 
Louisiana. There was also a stint in 
Vietnam and a period during which he 
had volunteered to be trained as a 
Navy diver in San Diego, Calif. The 
Remmers married, lived in Jackson, 
and he enrolled in two or three classes 
at Hinds Community College. He 
graduated from Southern Miss as well 
and was admitted to the second physi- 
cal therapist class at the University of 
Mississippi Medical Center. He 
opened his private practice in Tupelo 
in 1986.

New ICC policies address 
gender-based misconduct 



Passage last year of the Violence 
Against Women Reauthorization 
Act by the U.S. Congress has led to 
a renewed effort by colleges and 
universities across the nation to re- 
spond to the needs of the campus 
community regarding such gender- 
based misconduct as domestic vio- 
lence, dating violence and stalking. 

In order to encourage reporting 
and response to these crimes, which 
has been mandated by the Clery Act 
and now an obligation under the 
Campus Sexual Violence Elimina- 
tion (SaVE) Act, colleges and uni- 
versities are now required to adopt 
discipline procedures and preven- 
tion strategies, according to Dr. 
Buddy Collins, vice president of Stu- 
dent Services and Title IX coordina- 
tor. 

"Itawamba Community College 
will not tolerate this gender-based 
misconduct," Collins said. "These 



could be criminal offenses and, if so, 
are subject to criminal charges in 
Mississippi as well as institutional 
disciplinary sanctions." 

Collins said the policy specifies 
that any form of gender-based mis- 
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conduct that is against another's 
will or that substantially interferes 
with another's academic efforts, 
employment or participation in col- 
lege-sponsored programs or activi- 
ties is a violation of accepted 
standards of behavior. 



However, reporting is not the 
sole responsibility of law enforce- 
ment personnel. "Every employee of 
Itawamba Community College is 
considered a Responsible Em- 
ployee," Collins said. "It is their ob- 
ligation to report any crime 
reported to them to Campus Police, 
the Title IX coordinator or director 
of Student Affairs, as soon as possi- 
ble." 

Collins said that behaviors war- 
ranting criminal charges will be 
handled according to applicable 
state law. 

The SaVE Act is expected to cre- 
ate transparency, accountability, 
education and collaboration.

3. Log in with your same user- 
name and password as myTribe to 
add/update your information.

Jumpstart program 
offers three options 
for better future 



Individuals who desire a pathway to a 
better future can take advantage of ICCs 
new Jumpstart program offered at the 
Belden Center. 

The initiative connects Workforce In- 
vestment Act counselors to the Adult 
Basic Education program to enable par- 
ticipants to acquire job readiness skills 
as well as work toward the high school 
completion credential. 

Through the services of the Skills 
Center, the Jumpstart program provides 
assistance with earning the high school 
equivalency certificate; refreshing aca- 
demic, technology and other necessary 
skills for employment; creating a resume 
and improving job interview skills; con- 
necting with counselors to determine a 
career path; and qualifying for college 
tuition assistance. 

Those who enroll in the five-week 
program basically have three options, 
according to Julia Houston, 
ABE/GED/ESL program director. 

The Counseling to Career path- 
way, which serves students age 21 and 
under who may or may not have a high 
school credential, offers an opportunity 
for work experience upon completion of 
the Jumpstart program, Participants uti- 
lize the schedule for education, work- 
readiness and necessary skills activities 
to enter the workforce, college or mili- 
tary. C2C pathway participants also may 
earn $100 upon passing the GED during 
their five-week term. 

The ABE plus is another pathway 
for those who are 22 and older to build 
their education, work-readiness and 
necessary skills to improve their em- 
ployment opportunities and earn finan- 
cial assistance to attend college. 

The third pathway through the Skills 
Center Jumpstart program is On-The- 
Job training. It is designed to utilize 
the Jumpstart schedule to prepare par- 
ticipants to enter the workforce with an 
additional opportunity to obtain OJT 
funds upon successful completion of re- 
quired courses and activities. 

The Jumpstart program operates on a 
continuous five-week schedule with par- 
ticipants attending the activities that are 



part of the activities they are pursuing, 
Houston said. WIOA counselors provide 
individual assistance in choosing the 
pathway that is the best fit. 

Houston said that all components of 
the Jumpstart program are designed to 
promote and develop behaviors that will 
benefit participants, both in education 
and work environments. Respect for the 
institution, the community and everyone 
involved in the program is one of the 
most important components empha- 
sized throughout the program. 

Classes meet weekdays from 8 a.m.- 
4:30 p.m. at the Belden Center, but are 
also offered on a rotating basis at the 
WIN Job Centers in Amory, Houston 
and Pontotoc. New students begin their 
first day of the program every Monday 
morning at the Belden Center after com- 
pleting the preregistration process the 
Monday or Tuesday of the prior week. 
Houston said that one of the most im- 
portant parts of the preregistration 
process is the counseling provided be- 
fore or after participants are assessed re- 
garding skills levels and areas which 
need improvement. "The individual 
counseling that participants receive each 
week is truly the most significant com- 
ponent of the program," Houston said. 

The first item on the schedule each 
day for all students and staff is the 
morning motivation, which Houston 
said is a time to provide both encourage- 
ment as well as necessary announce- 
ments. 

Students receive incentives through- 
out the five-week program to acknowl- 
edge their successes and persistence as 
well as to encourage them to complete. 
On their last day of the program, partici- 
pants present a culmination of their 
achievements to the other students and 
members of the staff. Written and oral 
presentations as well as visual media 
and other projects are components of 
the final presentation. 

"We are the builders of your skills," 
Houston told the participants recently. 
"If you want something in your life 
you've never had, you have to do some- 
thing you've never done."
